To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  Council . 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District 
for  the  Year  1951. 


The  Report  is  set  out  in  sections  in  the  following  order 
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Mr.  E*  D=  Grant  who  was  appointed  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
the  District,  commenced  duties  on  the  1st.  January,  1951.  He  is  engaged 
principally  in  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  meat  and  other  foods. 


The  health  of  the  district,  generally  speaking,  remained  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year,  and  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease, 
Vital  statistics  for  the  district  call  for  little  commend,  and  undue  im¬ 
portance  should  not  be  attached  to  rates  based  on  very  small  numbers. 

There  were  38  more  live  births,  and  21  more  deaths  registered  than  in  1950. 


A  total  of  106  houses  were  built  in  the  district  during  the  year, 

86  of  these  being  Council  houses.  Although  housing  conditions  in  the 
district  have  improved  so  as  to  allow  of  demolition,  or  closing  for  human 
habitation  the  majority  of  the  huts  on  war-time  camp  sites,  the  demand  for 
better  housing  conditions  shows  little  evidence  of  being  satisfied.  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  suggesting,  that  the  Council  should  now 
consider  the  provision  of  suitable  housing  accommodation  Mr  old  persons, 
on  the  housing  estates  in  the  larger  villages  of  the  district.  Such  accom¬ 
modation,  with  supervision,  would  do  much  to  relieve  the  squalor,  helplessness 
and  suffering,  so  often  the  lot  of  old  people  living  alone,  and  enable  them 
to  end  their  days  amongst  friends  in  peace  and  comfort. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  schemes  for  the  provision  of  water 
supply  and  sewerage  in  the  district!  details  are  given  under  the  appro¬ 
priate  headings. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Qicd  other  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  Year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  two  new  supplies  came  into  use,  the  Church  Knowle 
supply  from  an  existing  source  Chalmer’s  Well,  and  the  Bloxworth  section 
of  the  Bloxworth  Morden  Supply  which  is  from  a  new  source,  a  borehole 
sunk  at  East  Bloxworth.  In  addition  a  new  borehole  was  sunk  at  East 
Knighton  and  the  supply  proves  as  being  adequate  and  of  suitable  quality 
for  a  proposed  supply  to  Winfrith. 

Only  those  parts  of  the  district  which  are  supplied  by  Public  Water 
Undertakings,  and  the  Affpuddle  and  Briantspuddle  areas  can  be  regarded 
as  having  reasonably  adequate  water  supplies  for  all  modern  requirements. 

The  Harman's  Cross  Valley  Road  area,  where  there  is  housing  development 
along  the  Corfe  Castle-Swanage  road,  and  which  is  partly  in  the  Parishes 
of  Langton  Matravers,  Worth  Matravers  and  Corfe  Castle,  is  the  part  of  the 
district  in  which  water  shortage  is  acutely  felt  in  dry  periods. 

The  smaller  village  piped  supplies  are  variable  in  quality  and  quantity, 
difficult  to  supervise  and  cannot  be  regarded  as  wholly  satisfactory. 

The  majority  of  the  old  wells  in  the  district  are  poorly  constructed 
and  yield  water  of  doubtful  quality*  Approximately  51/?  of  samples  taken 
from  wells  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory, 

24^  as  suspicious,  as  satisfactory,  and  23^  as  highly  satisfactory. 

An  adequate  piped  supply  of  water,  to  those  areas  not  now  served  by 
a  public  supply,  is  urgently  needed. 


STATUTORY  AREAS  OF  SUPPLY  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT  OF  WATER  UNDERTAKINGS 


Poole  Corporation  Supply 

The  Order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1950,  which  extended 
the  Poole' Corporation ’ s  area  of  supply  within  the  Rural  District,  came 
into  operation  during  the  year. 

The  area  now  includes  the  Parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett 
Matravers,  so  much  of  the  Parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of  an  • 
imaginary  straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  the 
Parish  of  Lytchett  Matravers,  and  running  in  a  direction  west  by  north 
and  terminating  at  the  southernmost  extremity  of  the  Parish  of  . Sturminster 
Marshall,  and  so  much  of  the  Parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin  as  lies  to  the 
east  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  200  yards  to  the  west  of 
the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham.

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PUBLIC  PIPED  SUPPLIES 


The  following  areas  in  the  District  have  public  piped  supplies 


Upton,  Lytchett  Minster,  Organford  and  Sandford,  .from  Poole 
Corporation  Supply. 

Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
with  water  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 


Bestwall  area  and  a  few  houses  in  Worgret,  from  the  Wareham  Borough 
Council’s  Supply. 


Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Matravers,  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District 
C o un cil ’ s  supply. 


West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes,  from  the  Lulworth 
Castle  'testate"  Supply. 

Bloxworth  and  Church  Knowle  are  each  supplied  from  local  sources 
by  the  Rural  District  Council. 


VILLAGE  PIPED  SUPPLIES  PRIVATELY  OWN ED 

Briantspuddle ,  Affpuddle  and  a  part  of  Bere  Regis,  from  the  Bladen 
Estate  Supply.  The  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk 
at  Briantspuddle  and  is  untreated.  Samoles  taken  for  bacteriological 

examination  have  given  satisfactory  results. 

Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate. 
The  water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 


Kingston,  Kimmeridge,  Wool  and  Winfrith  Villages  have  small  piped 
gravity  supplies  from  surface  springs.  The  water  is  untreated  and 

the  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  taken  from  these 
small  supplies  are  variable.  In  the  case  of  the  Kingston  supply 
chlorination  of  the  water  has  been  recommended. 


Studland  Village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on 
neighbouring  heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  gives 
consistently  highly  satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water 
available  is  very  limited  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  Summer 
months .

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NEW  SUPPLIES  AND  EXTENSIONS  PROVIDED 

Church  Knowle 


Work  on  the  scheme  for  the  village  of  Church  Knowle  was  completed  and 
the  water  supply  from  Chalmer's  Well  came  into  operation  in  August.  This 
supply  replaces  a  privately  owned  piped  supply  which  served  the  village  for 
many  years  hut  was  beginning  to  prove  inadequate. 

Bloxworth  and  Morden 


The  water  tower  and  the  Bloxworth  part  of  the  scheme  was  completed  and 
the  -water  supply  came  ip to  operation  in  December. 

Stoborough 

During  the  year  the  4”  main  was  extended  1,595  yards  along  the  Grange 
Road  to  the  railway  bridge,  to  serve  about  12  additional  properties. 

PROPOSED  NEW  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Main  Scheme 

This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Bladen  Estate's  bore¬ 
hole  at  Briantspuddle ,  to  all  parts  of  the  district  not  already  served  by 
a  piped  supply  from  a  public  water  undertaking. 

The  Minister  of  Health  gave  final  approval  to  the  purchase  of  the 
Briantspuddle  water  source  and  works,  subject  to  conditions,  the  principal 
of  which  was  that  the  Rural  District  Council  should  carry  out  a  scheme  for 
the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Briantspuddle.  By  the  end  of  the  year  all 
formalities  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  the  source  and  works  were 
completed,  and  they  were  taken  over  by  the  Council  on  the  1st  January,  1952. 


TEMPORARY  DISTRICT  VILLAGE  SCHEMES 

These  schemes  are  for  the  supply  of  water  to  areas  from  local  sources 
until  the  water  becom.es  available  from  the  main  Briantspuddle  source,  and 
are  planned  so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  installations  and  the  distri¬ 
buting  mains  can  be  used  when  the  main  scheme  is  developed. 

Morden 


This  scheme  is  an  extension  of  the . Bloxworth  scheme  which  was  completed 
during  the  year.  The  laying  of  the  mains  for  the  Morden  extension  was 
proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Acton  (Langton  Matravers) 

A  scheme  for  the  supply  of  this  area  with  water  taken  in  bulk  from  the 
Swanage  Urban  District  Council's  supply  was  not  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Health,  as  it  was  doubtful  whether  sufficient  water  would  be  available. 

Studland 

A  scheme  for  the  supply  of  this  village  with  water  taken  in  bulk  from  the 
Swanage  Urban  District  Council's  supply  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health, 
but  the  Minister  could  not  approve  the  scheme  until  a  compensating  supply  is 
available  to  the  Swanage  supply  at  Langton  Matravers  via  the  Main  Scheme. 

Winf rith 


The  Minister  of  Health  approved  a  scheme  to  supply  Winfrith,  East 
Knighton  and  Blacknoll,  from  a  borehole  originally  sunk  to  servo  a  new  housing 
site.  Work  had  not  commenced  on  this  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  no 
starting  date  had  been  fixed.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


Particulars  of  the  Public  Sewerage  Systems  in  the  district  are 
given  on  page  13. 

'There  has  been  no  new  work  of  Sevrorage  or  Sewage  disposal,  nor  any 
important  additions  to  existing  works  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

There  has,  therefore,  been  no  change  since  1950,  when  the  following 
observations  were  made. 

Most  of  the  older  cottages  and  houses  in  the  district  have  pail  closets, 
the  contents  of  which  are  disposed  of  by  digging  into  the  gardens,  whilst 
the  newer  houses  are  invariably  provided  with  water  closets  and  cesspools. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  all  villages  in  the  district  in  properly 
disposing  of  wastes  from  water  closets,  sinks  and  baths,  and  much  of  the 
drainage  finds  its  way  to  convenient  ditches  or  streams. 

The  need  for  proper  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  has  become  more 
apparent  with  the  development  of  the  Council’s  housing  programme,  which  has 
necessitated  the  installation  of  a  number  of  small  sewage  disposal  systems 
to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the  Council  houses.  These  small  systems  are 
difficult  to  supervise  and  maintain  in  efficient  working  order,  and  are 
liable  to  give  rise  to  complaints  of  unpleasant  smells  and  fly  nuisance. 

The  need  for  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  will  become  even  more 
pressing  when  the  Council’s  scheme  for  improved  water  supply  for  the 
district  materialises. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

Complaints  of  overflowing  cesspools,  which  were  not  infrequent,  have 
become  rare  since  the  Council  undertook  cesspool  emptying.  This  service 
is  available  for  all  parts  of  the  district  at  a  charge  of  15s. Od.  per 
cesspool  emptied. 


PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 


Briantspuddle 


A  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Briantspuddle  was  recommended 
in  1950,  as  a  measure  to  safeguard  the  Briantspuddle  borehole  against 
possible  pollution,  as  the  Council  proposes  to  use  the  source  for  public 
water  supply  to  the  greater  part  of  their  district. 

A  scheme  which  provides  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  by  sedi- 
mentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration,  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Health,  and  approved.  It  is  anticipated  that  work  will 
commence  on  this  scheme  in  June,  1952. 


Upton 


The  outline  scheme  for  this  area  which  is  being  prepared  in  conjunction 
with  the  Borough  of  Poole  scheme  for  an  adjoining  part  of  the  Borough  was 
completed,  but  not  yet  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  approval. 
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Corf©  Castle 

The  plans  for  the  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village,  which  was  the 
subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  inquiry  in  1947,  were  brought  up-to-date 
and  reconsidered  during  the  year,  with  a  view  to  finding  a  suitable  site 
for  the  disposal  works. 

The  Swanage  Urban  District  Council  still  maintain  their  objection  to 
proposed  sites  for  the  disposal  works  as  being  too  close  to  their  Corfe 
Castle  spring  and  water  works.  The  Rural  District  Council  are  unwilling 
to  bear  the  extra  cost  of  disposal  works,  at  sites  further  from  the  water 
works  than  those  objected  to  by  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Further  consideration  of  the  scheme  has  been  postponed  indefinitely. 


Wool 


Plans  for  the  sewering  of  this  village  have  been  completed  for  some 
years,  and  negotiations  with  the  War  Department  for  the  purchase  of  existing 
disposal  works  at  Bovington  are  still  proceeding.

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulation  1949  -  Regulation  20(2) 

During  the  year  notification  was  received  from  the  County  Food  and 
Drug  Authority  of  two  samples  of  milk  taken  at  Dairy  Farms  in  the  District 
which  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

In  each  case  a  small  amount  of  the  milk  produced  was  being  retailed 
raw,  but  the  bulk  of  the  milk  was  sent  to  a  pasteurising  establishment. 
Informal  action  was  taken  to  ensure  that  all  milk  produced  at  the  farms 
was  pasteurised,  until  the  final  report  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Surgeon  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  had  certified  the 
milk  from  the  cows  in  the  herd  as  being  non-tuberculous . 

In  the  case  of  one  farm  the  final  veterinary  report  stated  that 
three  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  and  in  the 
other  case  it  stated  that  one  cow  with  a  suspicious  history  was  sold  to 
a  knacker  a  fortnight  before  the  examination.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  614  applicants  on 
the  list  for  Council  Houses,  this  number  shows  an  increase  of  60  on  the 
corresponding  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  is,  no  doubt, 
due  partly  to  re-housing  of  families  from  the  ’’Tin  Town”  area  of  Bovington, 
and  partly  to  the  policy  of  freeing  War  Department  property  from  occupation 
by  civilian  workers  at  Bovington  Camp.  The  number  of  applicants  for 

houses  in  the  various  parishes  shows  that  the  demand  is  greatest  in  the 
parishes  which  are  on  the  fringe  of  ’the  Urban  Areas  of  Poole,  Wareham  and 
Swanage,  with  the  exception  of  Wool  where  conditions  at  Bovington  constitute 
a  special  problem. 

A  little  under  a  quarter  of  the  total  inhabited  houses  in  the  district 
have  been  dealt  with  under  the  housing  survey.  It  was  found  that  55%  of 
the  houses  were  fit  for  human  habitation,  or  had  minor  defects,  only  11% 
required  structural  alteration  or  repairs,  9%  required  reconditioning,  and 
25/o  were  found  to  require  demolition.  Undue  significance  must  not  be 
attached  to  these  percentages  as  the  houses  surveyed  up-to-date  tend  to  be 
of  the  poorer  types,  and  do  not  form  a  fair  sample  of  the  houses  in  the 
district. 

While  the  demand  remains  acute  in  these  areas,  and  the  need  to  replace 
the  worst  houses  in  the  district  exists,  it  is  likely  that  the  Council’s 
building  programme  will  continue  for  some  time. 

There  appears  to  have  been  very  little  improvement  or  reconstruction 
of  old  properties  in  the  district  during  the  year.  This  is  due  in  a  great 
part  to  the  fact  that  much  of  the  older  property  is  not  suitable  for  re¬ 
construction  and  alteration,  or  to  economic  factors.  Only  two  houses 
were  improved  under  the  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
during  the  year. 

The  effects  of  the  Council’s  post  war  building  programme  are  beginning 
to  show  in  the  number  of  properties  released  from  de-requisition,  and  in 
that  the  Council  is  in  a  position  to  close  or  demolish  the  worst  properties 
?/hen  their  inhabitants  have  been  re-housed.  During  the  year  16  properties 
were  released  from  requisition,  and  15  ex-War  Department  huts  on  camp  sites 
were  either  demolished  or  discontinued  for  use  for  human  habitation.

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PREVALENCE AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Particulars  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  are  given  in  the  tables 
which  follow.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease  in  the 
district  during  the  year. 

There  were  S  deaths  from  Influenza,  11  from  Pneumonia  and  1  from 
Meningococcal  infection. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

Two  mild  non-paralytic  cases  only  were  notified  in  the  district.

During  the  month  of  January  and  February  influenza  was  very  prevalent. 
Fortunately  the  infection  was  not  of  the  very  virulent  type  which  appeared 
in  seme  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Dysentery 

Twentynine  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year.  Twenty- 
seven  occurred  at  a  residential  school  with  approximately  ICO  pupils  and 
30  teaching  and  domestic  staff.

Ins tractions  were  given,  as  soon  as  possible  as  to  the  precautions  to 
be  token,  and  the  spread  of  infection  was  limited  and  brought  under  control. 

The  investigations  carried  out  suggest  that  the  infection  was  in¬ 
troduced  from  a  case  outside  the  school,  and  that  the  outbreak  was  not 
primarily  due  to  food. 

Food  Poisoning 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.  Investigations 
and  enquiries  were  carried  out  including  the  submission  for  examination  of 
specimens  of  blood  and  faeces  from  the  patient,  vdth  negative  results.
